On the 26th of January 1857, the Master of the Rolls 
submitted to the Treasury a proposal for the publication 
of materials for the History of this Country from the 
Invasion of the Romans to the Reign of Henry VIII. 

The Master of the Rolls suggested that these materials 
should be selected for publication under competent 
editors without reference to periodical or chronological 
arrangement, without mutilation or abridgment, prefer- 
ence being given, in the first instance, to such materials 
as were most scarce and valuable. 

He proposed that each chronicle or historical docu* 
ment to be edited should be treated in the same way as 
if the editor were engaged on an Editio Princeps ; and 
for this purpose the most correct text should be formed 
fipom an accurate collation of the best MSS. 

To render the work more generally useftd, the Master 
of the Rolls suggested that the editor should give an 
account of the MSS. employed by him, of their age and 
their peculiarities ; that he should add to the work a 
brief account of the life and times of the author, and any 
remarks necessary to explain the chronology; but no 
other note or comment was to be allowed, except what 
might be necessary to establish the correctness of the 
text. 
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The works to be published in octavo, separately, as 
they were finished ; the whole responsibility of the task 
resting upon the editors, who were to be chosen by the 
Master of the Rolls with the sanction of the Treasury. 

The Lords of Her Majesty's Treasury, after a careful 
consideration of the subject, expressed their opinion in a 
Treasury Minute, dated February 9, 1857, that the plan 
recomniended by the Master of the Rolls " was well 
calculated for the accomplishment of this important 
national object, in an effectual and satisfactory manner, 
within a reasonable time, and provided proper attention 
be paid to economy, in making the detailed arrange- 
ments, without unnecessary expense." 

They expressed their approbation of the proposal that 
each Chronicle and historical document should be edited 
in such a manner as to represent with all possible cor- 
rectness the text of each writer, derived from a collation 
of the best MSS., and that no notes should be added, 
except such as were illustrative of the various readings. 
They suggested, however, that the preface to each work 
should contain, in addition to the particulars proposed 
by thc Master of the Rolls. a biographical account of 
the author, so far as authentic materials existed for that 
purpose, and an estimate of his historical credibility and 
value.

The authorship of this Continuation is 

unknown, and it abruptly breaks off in the middle of 

the Abbacy of 2 William Heyworth; the latest date 

named being (p. 513) the 26th of June in the J2th year 

of King Henry IV., or A.D. 1411 ; to which period, if 

we may judge from the character of the handwriting, 

the Manuscript itself may be assigned.

Walsingham's compilation in its original state. 

The question as to the authorship of the three distinct 
Sections into which the Gesta Abbatum is divided, has 
already come under consideration in the Introductions to 
the two preceding volumes ; and nothing has since oc- 
curred to the Editor as a ground eifcher in derogation or 
in support of the opinions there expressed. The most 
interesting portion of this curious compilation of the 
legends, traditions, and history of the highest privileged 
Abbey of England, during the first six centuries after 
its foundation by the munificence of King Offa, is 
to be found probably in the earlier half of the First 
Section ; extracted to all appearance by Matthew Paris, 
in the middle of the thirteenth century, from an ancient 
Roll, which had been compiled either by, or under the 
auspices of, 8 Adam the Cellarer, who was living in King 
Stephen's reign. 

Among the more striking passages that derive their 
existence, in all probability, from this " ancient 4 Roll " 
of Adam the Cellarer, we may remark the story, based 
upon Abbey tradition, no doubt, of the faat living of 
Abbot Wulsig (I. 9, 10) ; who, though ruling the Abbey

that volume he is named as being 
an able man, but unlettered (i7/i* 
teratus) ; see p. xxiii. post. Not 
improbably this Roll was similar to 
the earlier part of the Spelman MS. 
(Introd. to Vol. I. p. xvii.), which 
has now disappeared.

The reference to the Dragon (I. 25), deserves remark, Tradition

" called ' Worraenhert ; ' 1 leaving, however, everlasting 
" vestiges of the serpent's abode." 2

The account of the alliance (I. 88-91) between King 
Cnute and the Duke of Denmark, thougli of some 
interest in other respects, is mainly remarkable as re- 
presenting this so-called " Duke," — " a tiro of Christ, and 
" a neophyte," as suflFering from the implacable hosti- 
lity of the Saracens, his neighbours, whose rites he had 
forsaken. If this story really was told by the Danish 
Commissioners who visited tho Abbey in the days of 
King Stephen, on the mission of borrowing a Service 
for the Passion of St. Alban, and, incidentally, to give 
some information as to a shoulder-blade that had been 
missing from the remains of the Saint, we can hardly 
avoid the surmise that they must knowingly have 
practised upon the credulity of their entertainers ; at 
least in reference to the geographical details of their 
story of the Saracen Duke of Denonark 

In page 93 (V. I.) we find the first of the 8 allusions, that 
are sown broadcast almost throughout these volumes, 
to the insatiate cupidity and avarice displayed by the 
Court of Rorae. Among other donations of his to the 
Abbey, Abbot Geoffrey had a chalice and paten made, 
eight marks of gold in 4 weight. The house did not 
remain long, however, in the enjoyment of this costly 
gift, for the same Abbot had to send the chalice to

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Rome, to Pope Ccelestinus the Second, (who may pro- 
bably have heard reports of so costly specimen of 
workmanship), — " in order that he niight appease his 
" avarice, as he wished to irapoverish this church." 

The really poetically written, though still repulsive, Thc story 
account (I. 97-105) of Roger the Hermit and 1 Chris- 
tina the Recluse, her spiritual ccstasies only equalled by mjtand 
her bodily sufferings, is an interpolation in the earlier 'S^SecluBe 
text, either by the pen of Walsingham or of sorae and that of 
preceding writer. It was derived, no doubt, from the h^J^ 10 
Life of Christina, which was probably long preserved interpoia- 
(I. 105) at the small Nunnery founded for her by^dlte. 
Abbot Geoffrey at Markyate (now Market Street), in 
Bedfordshire ; a work which seems now ? no longer to 
exist. The story of Sigar (I. 105), the hermit of North- 
awe, who, upon finding his meditations interrupted by 
the niorhtingales in the vicinity of his cell, entreated 
that they might be removed, — and this, wo are told, 
with such success that no bird of the kind had ever 
since been seen within a mile of tho spot, — is also an 
interpolation of later date.

of quiet and repose. Availing himself of the occasion, 
while the King, who, as already stated, had been duly 
propitiated by good fare and handsome gifts, was 
hearing morning Mass at the altar of St. Stephen, the 
Abbot lifled the shrine of the holy 1 Martyr, laid it at 
the sovereign's feet, and, to the great astonishment of 
all, probably, except the few to whom he may have 
entrusted the secret of his intentions, threw himself 
prostrate before the King and his nobles.

which may perhaps account to some extent for his speedy 
removal from English soil to the Archbishopric of Rouen, 
broke forth into these words of complaint : — " My lord 
" Kiug/' said he, " there has been a derogation from my 
" authority in the emancipation of this noble abbey ; 
" much and enormously is the Church of Lincoln, a 
" church entrusted to me by you, mutilated by the cut-

one side, then by the other. Homage was demanded by 
the French prince from William de Trumpington, the 
Abbot. His honourable refusal, so long as he remained 
unabsolved from the homage which he had recently made 
to his b*ege sovereign, was promptly met by a threat to 
burn abbey and town together ; and it was only througli 
the good offices of Saier de Quency, Earl of Winchester, 
that upon the payment down of eighty marks of silver, 
respite was granted for a few months. On receipt of 
this sum, the prince returned to London, and his un- 
welcome visit to St. Alban's was brought to an end. 
As a sample of the losses he had to submit to, we are 
told (I. 259) that in a single year, during these intestine 
wars, the Abbot lost not less than one hundred horses of 
various kinds, — " sumpter-horses, cart-horses, plough- 
" liorses, rouncies, and trotters."

But however much his courage, combined 
with his comparative youthfulness, had commended him 
to the Pope's notice, he had been guilty thus far of 
one great omission : he had come empty-handed, and 
was evidently thinking so to leave, the Pope ungra- 
Behaviour tified with any present ; the only satisfactory proof he 
Pope^lnno- rea % cou ld give, according to the notions of the Roman 
cent the Court in those days, of his duteousness and respect. 
Third. Y&r from condescending to anything like hint or in-

" Are not you the Abbot of St. Alban^s, who have so

" vileges from our See ? Is it proper that such and so 
" great a man as you should be thus going away, and 
" no present made to me, the Pope ?" Smarting, of 
course, under such friendly censure (amice redargutus), 
but hardly brought to a sense of the extent of his 
duty, Abbot William made offer of fifty marks as a 
present ; but in the end, such was the vile abuse (turpe 
convicium) showered upon him by the hungry pontiff, 
that hc was compelled, before leaving the Pope's 
chamber, (which, the writer says, he was truly sorry he 
had ever entered), to give satisfactory assurance that 
he would increase his present to one hundred marks ; a 
sum which he was necessitated to fall back upon the 
Roman usurers, with their usual hard conditions, to raise. 
It was some consolation however to the Abbot, to kuow 
that his own case was by no means singular ; seeing 
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tbat all the prelates then on a visit to the Roman 
See, with an iinpartiality that almost did credit to 
the pontiff, were subjecfced to the like depletory process. 
Still, he could not refrain from " uttering a murmur" 
— it would probably have been something more than a 
" murmur " in a layman's case — as he bade farewell to 
Rome.

" are left ; lo now ! these too are presented to you, to 
" be eaten up as well." The Abbot, whatever his appe- 
tite may have been, was hardly proof against such a hint 
to be gone as this ; — " not without signs of coTifusion, 
" and with good reason," he tersely addressed his esquires, 
— " To horse, let us be ofi' from this place," leaving the 
house — "despoiled of all its good things for that year, to 
" his everlasting disgf ace." .

depositcd purporting to have been confirmed under the seal of 
nands of ^ e °^ ^t. Alban's, and admitting the deposit in 

the Abbot his hands of a thousand marks in silver pennies ; a golden 
Alban'8 crown > ^ our pounds in weight, set with emeralds, sap- 
phires, and rubies, and worth another thousand marks, 
— " as the Jews said ;" a girdle of silken texture, with 
emeralds and sapphires thereon ; six and thirty bars of 
gold, each weighing eleven pennyweights ; two goblets 
of gold, one of which, — " as was lyingly said by them," 
weighed twenty-four pounds, and the other seventeen ; 
one hundred cups of silver, weighing, each of them, 1 two 
marks; three hundred silver spoons, each weighing 
eighteen pennyweights ; and thirty-five pounds* weight 
of golden florins, each pound equalling thirty-two pounds 
of silver pennies in value. 
Theobject The object of forged documents of this description 
forgeries. was probably to throw discredit upon the religious houses

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whose Abbots had sanctioned or encouraged the ex- 
pulsion of the Jews. Similar forged deeds, we learn 
(I. 471), were found in reference to the Monastery of 
ReadiDg ; the Abbot of which place, however, seems to 
have taken the matter up more seriously than his brother 
of St. Alban's ; for, upon his prosecution a Jew, " Joce Punish- 
" (Joseph) de Winchester " by name, was found guilty at jhe^forger 
London and hanged, after having in full Court confessed 
the forgery of the deeds. 

It was in the following year that Abbot John deMUhapof 
Berkhamstede, upon his return from his visit to Rome j^* de 
for confirmation in the Abbacy (II. 18) — for which he had Berkham- 
had to pay the Pope 400 marks, and the Cardinals as p^enting 1 
much more, "money down" (pecunia numevata), as the totheKing 
writer says, — found himself compelled to travel as far °$ 8 
as the Castle of Norham in Northumberland, for the confirma- 
purpose of laying beforo the sovereign (Edward I.) the 
Pope's letter of confirmation. The letter being duly 
presented immediately on his arrival, the King took 
possession of it, and for the moment put off the subject 
of confirmation, and restoration of temporalities, by 
conversing with the Abbot on other matters, of more 
interest to himself The next raorning, Abbot John 
appeared again before the King and his Council, the 
important document was produced, — from whose custody 
the writer omits to say, — when lo ! the hempen thread 
from which the leaden bulla, or seal, should have hung, 
was found to be rent asunder ; a mishap, the highly in- 
convenient result of which was, that by the mouth of 
William de Lue, Bishop of Ely, the Papal mandate was 
pronounced to be altogether null and void. Fortunately 
however for the Abbot, who loudly asserted that he 
had delivered the document in its original and genuine 
state, — "though no one cared to listen to him," there was 
a duplicate in existence; in England certainly, but at 
a distance of more than three hundred miles from the 
Scottish border, it being stowed away in the manor- 
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house of the Abbey Chamberlain, at Redburn, near St. 
Alban's. Th^re was nothing left of course but to send 
for it ; and by dint of what must have been singular 
speed on the part of his courier, considering the state of 
the roads and the difficulties of communication iu those 
tlmes, at the end of six days the Abbot was enabled to 
place the duplicate copy before the King ; who thereupon 
1 expressed his sorrow — as well he raight — at having 
put the Abbot to such singular inconvenience, received 
his oath of fealty, and ordered hira to be placed in 
possession of his temporalities forthwith. 

The story (II. 21-23) of Abbot John's secret journey 
to Newcastle, and, after due and wary consultation with 
the Mayor, and by the aid of a mercenary traitor, a 
townsman of Newcastle, Henry Scot by name, his un- 
expected seizure of Adam de Tewing, the rebellious 
Prior of Tynemouth, is too lengthy for detail ; but it 
deserves notice here, that among the Prior's confederates 
who were put in fetters and sent in chains to the 
Monasteiy of St. Alban's, the name of John Throklow 
(p. 22) occurs ; the same individual, beyond a doubt, 
who many years afterwards, under the narae of 2 " John 
" de Trokelowe," wrote the Annals of the reiyn of King 
Eihvard tlte Secand, a work in which many particulars 
are given in connexion with the North of England, 
derived from his 3 correspondence with his former fel- 
low-monks at Tynemouth, in all probability. It is

The 
Abbot however, not unreasonably apprehensive that out 
of a proceeding so peremptory as this something might 
perhaps ensue prejudicial to the interests of his house 
at a future day, with every mark of reverence sent 
two monks to the prelate, with a letter which they 
were to request the Archbishop to sign ; to the effect He is dis- 
that such reception should in no way be prejudicial to, "^ fi t ^ e 
or in derogation of, the existing privileges of the house. answer, 
The Archbishop however curtly refused to sign a letter JJ^^* 
of any kind, and sent his marshal forthwith, (or town. 
" herbergeour," as that ofiicer was usualiy styled,) to 
take lodgings for him in the town of St. Alban's. 

On the Archbishop's approach, the bells of St. Stephen's Thechurch 
failed to ring out the usual merry peal in honour of the g^^en is 
event ; the Sacrist of the church either neglecting or piaced 
positively refusing to accord to him that mark ofJ^j* t ln ' 
respect The prelate, roused to anger at this unwonted becausethe 
piece of discourtesy, was weak enough to put the church 
under interdict forthwith ; which notwithstanding, when for the 
the time came, the bells were duly rung for service, ^op. 
Mass was celebrated there, — " and all things done, that 
" ought to be done." On the morrow the Archbishop 
took his leave of the place, with an indignation that 
he took no pains to conceal, and uttering threats aloud. 
The Abbey advocate, with an appeal drawn up in due 

d 
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form, against the legality of the interdict, it is to be 
presumed, though we are not so informed, was ordered 
to lose no time in overtaking him. HardJy however 
had the advocate begun to read the document aloud, 
when the prelate began to shew renewed signs of 
vexation and annoyance. The hint was enough, not a 
word more was wanted; the advocate was torn from 
his horse by the Archbishop's retainers, and thrown 
violently to the ground. Abbot John dying soon after, 
no legal proceedings — aimost a marvel, when we con- 
sider the universally litigious spirit of the times— en- 
sued upon this act of wanton violence. 

The particulars set forth, in considerable detail, in 
pp. 56-58 of the Second Volume, in reference to the 
confirmation of Abbot John de Maryns by Pope Boni- 
face the Eighth, afford another instance of the extor- 
tionate propensities of the Roman Court in those days. 
To the Pope and Cardinals alone he pays 2,258 marks, 
or 1,505/. 68. 8&, representing, at the ^ordinary rate of 
calculation, what would be a money charge of 22,580/. 
at the present day ; whilo among other officials, from 
Cardinals down to registrars and copyists, he scatters 
fees on a scale of equal profuseness, in the shape, as 
well of ready money, as of dishes, cups, a palfrey, and 
a ring. 

In reference to pecuniary matters, thongh on a much 
more limited scale, this Abbot John seems to have shown 
himself upon another occasion lamentably wanting in 
liberality, and in ordinary courtesy and common pru- 
dence as well. Upon being applied to by King Edward 
the Second (II. 94, 95), who was probably at the time 
his near neighbour at the royal palace of King's Lang- 
ley, for the not very onerous loan of a couple of carts, 
with horses and other requisites, the Abbot made pre- 
tence — for so the writer admits — that it was not in his

power to comply with the royal request, and curtly 
refused the loan. The King's almost implacable anger, 
as might have been anticipated, was the result; and 
upon his visit to the town of St. Alban's shortly 
after, declined to speak to the Abbot, or even so much 
as to see him. Through the mediation however ofBribegiven 
Sir Piers de Gaveston, the then reigning favourite, — 0^^^° 
who did not omit to secure a douceur of forty pounds to regain ' 
of silver for his good offices, — the King was ultimately favo^^ S 
prevailed upon to accept a peace-offering from the Abbot, 
in the shape of one hundred marks of silver ; a sum 
which did very little, however, the writer says, towards 
regaining the King's regard. 

Another blunder, too, on the part of the same unlucky Inconside- 
Abbot is mentioned in the same page : — " When our ™*dfto 
" lord the King caused the wood of Langley, which the Kiug 
" was known as « Westwode/ to be cut down, for h ^ t same 
" building the houses of the Friars there, to a great 
" extent, this Abbot incautiously and uncircumspectly 
" said to the King, who had just come to the throne, — 
" ' You may have this wood of my gift ;' a thing which 
" it was not lawful for him to do. Whereupon, the 
" King's foresters, entering there, soon expelled the 
" Abbofs keepers, and took upon themselves the entire 
" management for the King's use." Whether this 
unwarranted alienation of the Abbey's property took 
place before or after the refusal of the loan of the carts 
and horses, the writer does not inform us. 

At page 109 of the Second Volume, the Second Section The Third 
of the Oesta Abbatum comes to an end ; the Third and 
remaining portion of the work, as contained in MS. Abbatum, a

Charactcr But six years had elapsed from the election of Abbot 
Hughde John de Maryns, when lie died, leaving the Abbey 
^™^^ deeply in debt; but not forgetting to send from his bed 
sorof John of death a silver cup and a ring (II. 108), as his last 
de Maryns. peace-offering, to the King, whom he had so deeply 
offended. Hugh de Eversdone, the Cellarer, was chosen 
to succeed him ; a man represented (II. 113) as tall in 
stature, of graceful aspect, pleasing in manners, and a 
favouritc with all. Little skilled in Latin, however, 
though second to none in English or in French, he told 
the brethren, upon giving consent to his election, with 
equal frankness and self-complaisance, that he was well 
aware that they could have found a person for their 
Abbot more astute and more learned than he pretended 
to be ; but at the same time they might depend upon it 
that they could not have chosen one out of all their 
number who was "a 3 better fellow" than himself. 

Greatly dreading the usual journey to Rome on the 
business of confirmation, lest he should have the mis- 
fortune to be subjected to an examination in the Latin 
tongue, he took, what turned out in the result, the 
more than useless prccaution of sending proctors to

Tlie story of Abbot Hugh (II. 17G,7) and tlie adven- The story 
iurous thief, deserves notice, if only for its close resein- jj^^and 
blance to sonie of the devices of rascality at the present thc adven- 
day: — " In the time of this Abbot, there cauie a person, 
" bavirg the dress of souie well-born esquire, and naked 
" to have some conversation with the Abbot. Upon the 
" Abbot going out to him under the 1 penthouse, afber 
" respcctfully saluting the Abbot, the esquire professed 
" that he wanted to disclose to hiin certain secrets ; but 
" upon the Abbot telling him to speak out what he 
" wished to say, he made answer that he could upon 
" no account disclose such great secrets, except in some 
" secluded place. The Abbot accordingly stepped aside 
" with him into a private chamber, his esquires and 
" all his chaplains being sent away. Now this ribald, 
" who looked like an esquire, was a most crafty robber ; 
" for the moment he saw that there was no one else 
" present, but only those two, he rushed upon the 
" Abbot, and, seizing him by the throat, held him almost 
" to suffocation ; while, drawing a dagger, he threatened 
" that he would at once kill the Abbot, unless he would 
" give him twenty pounds, and, besides that, keep secret 
" what he had done, until he should have taken his 
" departure, and escaped the perils that might perchance 
" befall him within the Abbotfs domains. The Abbot, in 
" vehement fear for his life, as being a most cowardly 
" man, though remarkably handsome and of lofty stature, 
" at once granted the robber what he demanded ; and

" then let him go, on no account believing himself safe

" sumption of magnificence, and with the view that he 
" might seem to be all that hedesired to be thought to 
" be, his prodigal hand was many a time a dispenser of a 
" fruitless munificence. For example, when upon one 
" occasion he was on a visitation at the Cell of Wy- 
" mtindham, and, as is the custom with country gentle- 
" men, was called upon and welcomed by them, it so 
" happened that upon being thus received in especial by 
" Sir Simon de Hetirsete, who at the time was looked 
" upon as a great man among the greatest of that 
" neighbourhood, at the invitation of this Simon, the 
" Abbot paid a visit to his house. Upon being received 
" there with every mark of honour, he found an infant 
" crying in the cradle, a child of the same Simon, 
" Edmund Hetirsete to wit, who afterwards succeeded 
" as heir to his father : the child too was perhaps made 
" to cry, and then shown to the Abbot for the sake of 
" what it afterwards got from him. For the Abbot, on 
" seeing the infant, desiring to appear munificent in a

" this service belonged to him by ancestral right ; that

Most of " the flesh. ,> As consolatory, however, in some degrec, 
them aftcr- ^ ^ e jj s us that this same Richard, when he had after- 
rcstorcd. wards become Bishop of Durham, from conscientious 
motives, restored many of these books to the Abbey ; 
and that some others were bought of his executors by 
Michael de Mentmore, Abbot Richard^s successor. 
Attcmpted In page 262 of tlie Second Volume, we again meet 
thc^b^s w ^ a case of forgery; the offenders on tliis occasion

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being the Abbofs homagers at Redburn, who, — " agi- homagers 
" tated by a diabolical spirit," as the writer says, put 
forward a professed deed of Egelwin Swarte (the Black), 
who lived in the time of Edward the Confessor, in 
support of their resistance to the Abbotfs claims. Though 
by the agency of this document they contrived to im- 
pose upon the chief men of the neighbourhood, and 
indeed to enlist their sympathies in their behalf, the 
document was found by Abbot Richard, the moment 
he had read it, to be a mixture of French and Eng- 
lish (or rather Norman and Saxon), a corapound lan- 
guage not known in documents of the Confessor's day. 
The Abbot accordingly had the genuine deed, which 
was still in the Abbey's possession, laid before the Red- 
burn people and their intercessors ; all of whom pro- 
fessed to be struck with amazement, and made oath 
that they had had neither act nor part in forging the 
deed, with loud anathemas against every one who had 
been privy thereto. The Abbot, for his part, ended 
the matter by pronouncing as excommunicated, through- 
out all the churches of his jurisdiction, all those who 
had been in any way accessory to the forgery, and who 
should neglect to make satisfaction before a certain 
day. 

A man of learning and a skilful mechanician, Abbot Fraud 
Richard was anything but a man of the world. We 2pon"tlie 
learn (II. 316) that on onc occasion, being in want of Abbey, as 
ready money, he sold eight sacks of wool — or rather, aof C C areless- 
promise of eight sacks— to ono Thomas Gentylcors and neM °jf thc 
Christina Puffe, his wife ; giving them also a bond in Abbot 
the penalty of 200?., to be put in force in case of non- Richard. 
delivery of the wool before the following Michaelmas. 
The wool, we are told by Walsingham, was duly handed 
over beforo the day named; but so bad a man of busi- 
ness did the Abbot prove hiraself to be, that the bond 
was never enquired for, but allowed to remain in the 
hands of the obligees. On the death of Abbot Richard, 
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Michael de Mentmore succeeded him. Assured of his 
death, Thomas and Christina forthwith threatened to 
put the bond iu force; and in the end the difficulty 
was only got over by the Abbot consenting to give a 
yearly pension of twenty shillings, and a robe suited 
for a cleric's wear, to one William Puffe, their nominee, 
until such time as such a benefice should be provided 
for him as this William should think proper to accept. 
The claim thus settled, the Abbot sent one of his monks 
to fetch away the bond.

367, 8) of the 
resnitsof direful results in another world of evil-speaking, lying, 
^ng and ak ancl slandering, in this. If only for its singular absurdity, 
siandcring. it deserves the reader's notice : — " In the time of Abbot 
" Michael, to the correction of many, God shewed forth 
" a sign, that was not so much miraculous as it was 
" worthy to be borne in mind. For one of the brethren, 
" ' Nicholas Goudeby ' by name, a vain talker while 
" lie lived, and given to detraction, being overtaken by 
" death, was removed from this world. And wheri a 
" year had now expired from his death, this same 
" brother appeared in his monk'8 garb to one of the 
" brethren, a harmless and religious raan, ' John Ma- 
" ' rines ' by name, while lying in his bed after Matin 
" Vigils. He appeared too in form of a man with a 
" terrible face, and having a tongue both long and 
" broad, fiery as a torch, and flaming beyond anything 
" that can be imagined ; by means of which he aroused 
" the brother before-mentioned with his horrible clamour 
" and yells. The brother, upon this, was alarmed and 
" terror-stricken. ' Benedicitej said he, 'what is the 
" ( matter, brother ? What has befallen ? How is it 
" c with tliee?' Whereupon the dead man made an- 
" swer, saying three times, — ' My tongue ! my tongue ! 
" ' my tongue ! ' The living brother then said, — 1 Thou 
(< ( hast oftentimes sinned, brother, by thy detraction ; 
(i ' ask pardon of all who are watching in this house, 
" ( and I will pray for tliee.' After he had said this, 
" the apparition of the dead man disappeared. And 
" wlien in the morning the living brother related his

statement as this, the query almost suggests itself 
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whether a system of practical joking may not at times 
have found favour with the younger mcmbevs of these 
fraternities. Be this as it may, another ghost story, a 
more remote locality its scene, immediately (II.

" About the same period, at our Cell of Tynemouth, Storyofa 
" there was a marvellous apparition, it being winter th^garb of 
" time. One of the brethren was preparing to celebrate a monk, 
" Mass there, in the Chapel of the Dead, for all the JJ^Jk*" 
" faithful deceased, and had just ended the Office, Col- 
" lect, Epistle, and Gospel, down to the washing before 
" the Preface, there being no one there to assist liim, 
" except a boy twelve years of age, and it being early 
" morning, while tlie shades of darkness were still upon 
" the earth ; when the boy beheld a person entering, 
" like one in the habit of a monk, and bowing himself 
" in a corner of the chapel, as though in prayer, and 
" then throwing himself on his knees and elbows, and 
" holding his face down to the ground. At sight of him 
" the boy was naturally alarmed beyond measure, and 
" placed himself between the priest and the altar, on 
" no account daring to stand behind the priest, for 
" horror at this unwonted appearance. The monk, how- 
" ever, who was celebrating Mass, although alarmed 
" at this unusual conduct on the boy's part, proceeded 
" with the Mass with all due devoutness to the end. 
" After Mass was over, the monk understood by the 
" boy's gestures the cause of his alarm, and himself 
" saw the appnrition before-mentioned in a corner of 
" the chapel on its knees. Coming closer to it, he 
" lightly touched it on the back with the sleeve of his 
" frock, as it lay there, and said, — 'Arise, brother, go 
" * to thy rest ; ' whereupon it at once obeyed his order, 
" and rising up went out at the door of the build- 
" ing, and disappeared from the eyes of them both."

The worthy 
Prior, naturally enough, could not resist the temptation 
of going forth to meet his guest, and jauntily bidding 
him welcome to the meal, which he had been at such 
pains to bespeak. The Scotfs curt, and no doubt truth- 
ful, answer was : — " By my troth, this is a way of coming 
" that quite angers me ; " to which, witli courteous irony, 
the Prior made reply, that he never could possibly have 
come in a way more a-propos. 
Particulars ^s l>eiiig too lengthy for extraction, we must notice

were defeated (II. 384, 5) ; the marvellous recovery by 
Abbot Thomas, while staying at Avignon, from an 
attack of dysentery ; his cure owing to the singular fact 
of his drinking largely of putrid water, inadvertently 
supplied to him by a friend, at a moment when he was 
strictly prohibited from drink ; an unlooked-for rescue 
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from death, which was put down to the credit of St. 
Alban, of course (II. 385-7) ; and the particulars of the 
various demands upon his resources, in the shape of fees, 
during his stay at the Papal Court (II. 388, 9): not 
content with which, the Nuncio, Master Hugh Pelegrino 
by name, shortly after laid claim to the first-fruits of 
the Cell of Tynemouth, in the name of the Pope, alleg- 
ing them to have lapsed to his Holiness, through the 
election of its Prior to the Abbacy of St. Alban's. As 
to the exact legality of this claim, firom the scantiness 
of the particulars given, we are unable to speak ; but 
we learn that it was only got rid of, after an immense 
amount of money had been expended (II. 390). 

Abbot Thomas, a man distinguished by his virtues, AbbotTho- 
ready wit, and general comeliness, not only soon gained J^*urmth 
the favour of his sovereign (II. 389, 90), who made the kings 
him a member of his Privy Council, but was held in ^^rfnce! 
equal esteem by Edward, Prince of Wales (the Black 
Prince), and John, King of France, who in those days, 
while passing an honourable captivity in England, was 
a frequent partaker of the hospitality of St. Alban's 
(II. 408). On one occasion the Abbot, being struck, p r0 of of 
to all appearance, with a sudden and uncontrollable thehighin- 
desire to resign the Abbacy and bid farewell to all i n him and 
worldly affairs, secretly wrote to his good friend *he^ he ^|^y 
King of France, who was then at Calais, engaged in i£mce of ' 
arranging a treaty with the Prince of Wales, requesting Waies. 
his intercession, in the shape of letters supplicatory, 
for tho purpose of aiding him in carrying his wishes 
into effect. On this however reaching the ears of the 
Prince, he promptly laid inhibition on the sovereign, 
and forbade him in any way to promote the Abbot's 
design, — " For of a truth," he added, " if you do so, ruin 
" will befall the monastery " (II. 409). Shortly after this, 
the Prince returned to England; and, upon paying a 
visit to St. Alban's, after making offering at the Martyrs 
shrine, took the opportunity of entering the cloister,

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and there, to the surprise of the assembled brethren, 
disclosed aloud, in the hearing of all the Convent, the 
Abbots contemplated resignation, a thing that no one 
had hitherto so much as suspected. The Abbot, we 
are told (II. 409), was marvellously confounded by this 
disclosure, as he was under the impression that no one 
except the King of France was acquainted with his 
purpose. In the end however he was compelled to 
abandon his design, it being reserved to him, after the 
lapse of more than thirty years, to die in the Abbacy 
at an extreme old age.

8, 27), where to all appearance he remained in durance 

for a considerable period, he appears to have been 

engaged in law proceedings against the Abbot for no 

less a space of time than 2 six and twenty years.

anything but a fool or a blockhead, but rather crafty and 
astute. After his 1 decease, Abbot Thomas caine into 
possession of his house situate in the town of St. Alban's 
(III. 376) ; and we learn from the *Book of lienefaclors 
that two tenements were given to the Abbey by him and 
his wifo Johanna, situate in Haliwelle Street. Indeed, 
he seeins to have been not unmindful of tho subtantial 
advantages which, as the Abbey s corrodist, he had en- 
joyed : for he also left several costly frontals for the altar, 
a belt for fastening the " principal 99 copes, with a golden 
buckle most artistically made, and representing in its 
centre a group of swans. To the refectory he gave a 
cup of dygun, or boxwood, with suitable ornaraents upon 
it, and a covercle of the same wood ; another cup also, 
of mazer; two dishes ; thirtoen silver spoons; and 3 a 
pair of tongs.

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be expended (III. 150, 1) in various ways in ensuring 
the success of the suit. Thc dctails of the negotiations, 
and the letters sent from time to time to and by the 
cnvoys, are of considerable interest; and it was with 
some regret that the Editor found the narrative cut short 
(with a Iarge hiatus in the manuscript) in pago 184, after 
a considerable amount of 1 money, in the shape of various 
items of expense, had been wrung from the too confiding 
Abbot The Continuator of the Oeaixt has however, 
without entering minutely upon the subject, stated 
enough to satisfy our curiosity (III. 397, 8) on this 
point ; and the result, by his assistance, may be very 
briefly told. Laurence, a monk of Battle, in Sussex, and 
Penancer to the Pope, and Master Adam de Fenrother, 
clerk, who were the Abbofs two principal agents in the 
transaction, appear, by the practice of every art of de- 
ception and misrepresentation, to have succeeded in 
appropriating to their own use the whole of the moneys 
which the Abbot had confided to their charge, or em- 
powered them to borrow; a portion of the spoil ap- 
parently being shared by one William Strete, who had 
formerly been butler to the King of England, and now 
professed to act as agent for the envoys at the Boman 
Court. His speciousletters, given in pages 169, 179, and 
183, are in fact only so much dust intended to be thrown 
in the Abbotfs eyes; and how successfully, we may 
estimate from Abbot de la Mare's exubcrant letter given 
in pages 175-8. 

The account (III. 199-216), on appeal made by his Strange 
son, of the original process of outlawry against Sirg^^J^ 
Richard Perers, knight, a member of a family of rank Perers.

(III. 454) in the ssame Continuatiou : — "This Abbot 
" gave to King Richard, for the purpose of preserving 
" his good will, and avoiding his malice, at different 
" times, one hundred and twenty-six pounds, thirteen 
" shillings and four pence." 

From the 1 Roils of Parliament we learn that, in ac- 
cordance with his rights, for many years before the 
death of Edward the Third, the Abbot of St. Albans 
— Thomas d« la Mare — had invariably taken precedence 
in Parliament of all the other English Abbots ; and in 
the Harleian Manuscript 3775 (12), which contains a 
somewhat later, but much fuller, account of the 
transaction now under notice, we further find it stated 
that Abbot Thomas continued his attendance in Par- 
liament, in enjoyment of his precedence, down to ten 
years before his death. in other words, the year 138G; 
after which date, owing to infirmities and old age, he 
was no longer aWc to attend. On again referring to 
the 2 Rolls of Parliament, we find that it was in the 
month of September 1397 (the year after Abbot Mootes 
election) that the Abbot of St. Alban's took his place 
in Parliament in precedence of all other Abbots then 
present, the Abbot of Westminster included. From the 
Harleian Manuscript we also learn that on this occasion 
the 3 Abbot of Westminster, claiming the place in right 
of his uninterrupted possession of it for several years 
before, endeavoured, with some show of 4 violence, to 
prevent his rival of St. AIban's from taking the seat: 
an attempt, however, which was successfully resisted 
on that day. The Abbot of St. Alban's happening to

undignified quarrel took place between the Abbot of 
Westminster and the Prior of Christ Church, Canter- 
bury, who also laid claim to the highest place ; which 
was only allayed through the intervention of the Earl 
of Northumberland, who said that it belonged to neither 
of them by right, but to the Abbot of St. Alban's. 

Being informed of this by his Chaplain, William 
Wyntershille, who was present, the Abbot of St. Al- 
ban's took the opportunity on the next day, while the 
King was seated 1 in state, after Parliament had risen, 
waiting for the people to 2 pass before him, to address 
the sovereign on the subject, and shewed his right of 
precedence by producing a copy of the Bull of Pope 
Honorius, which granted him that preeminence. Upon 
seeing this evidence, the King at once declared that he 
had provcd his title, and should in future enjoy his 
right of precedence. 

King Richard however, as the Harleian Manuscript 
says, was well known to be " an especial favourer and 
" promoter of Westminster," and it was now that 
Abbofs turn to use his influence with the King ; which 
he did so effectually, that the Abbot of St. Alban's, by 
a serjeant-at-arms, was again summoned into the royal 
presence. " Supplicating rather than enjoining," the 
sovereign entreated the Abbot that he would agree to 
share the upper seat with the Abbot of Westminster, 
they taking it on alternate days. To this, though with 
reluctance, he assented ; and then, upon the plea of in- 
firmities and old age, begged that he might be excused 
from further attendance in Parliament ; to which the 
King made answer that the counsel of him and the 
like of him was very opportune both for hiraself and 
his realm.

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After this, so far as we can gather from the un- 
grammatical language of the Harleian Manuscript — and 
which seems to contradict the account before quoted 
from the Continuation (III. 435) — the Abbot of West- 
minster refused to take the seat in the "pacific Par- 
" liaments ,, that followed, and in which his rival of 
St. Alban's was present ; which must mean, if anything, 
the sittings in that 1 Session and the ensuing one, as 
there waa no other Parliament till the end of Ricbard's 
reigo. 

The account, however, given in the Continuation is 
probably the correct one; and there can hardly be a 
doubt that it was the Abbot of St. Alban's who so 
absented himself, and thus gave up to his rival the 
coveted seat. Be this aa it may, we 2 find, thirteen 
days only after the opening of Parliament, and the then 
enjoyment of precedence by the Abbot of St. Alban's, 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 8 making oath, in 
the King's presence, before the Shrine of Edward the 
Confessor in the Abbey of Westminster, that they will 
observe the statutes eDacted in the same Parliament ; 
and the Abbot of Wostminster taking 4 procedence of 
his rival of St Alban's ; while the name of the Prior 
of Christ Churcb, Canterbury, follows them both. 

In the year 1399, the beginning of the reign of Henry 
the Fourth, we 6 find the Abbot of Westminster named, 
as one of the Peers of Parliament, in precedence of the 
Abbot of St. Alban s : after which date, the Abbot of 
Westminster having engaged in Hreasonable practicea

ultimately supported his cause to the death. The day 
after this, as already mentioned, the oath was proffered 
at the Confessor's Shrine, in the Abbey. It was in 
commemoration probably of these two events, — the cul- 
minating point, to all appearance, of Richard'8 power and 
glory, (rendered too the more signal by his judicial 
victory in this Parliament over the Duke of Gloucester 
and the Earls of Arundel and Warwick,) and his active 
interference in support of the Abbotfs claims, — that the 
life-sized portrait of that King, seated in state, with 
crown and sceptre, upon what from its 1 construction 
may certainly be called a lofty throne, was painted. It is 
now preserved in the Jerusalem Chamber, but was for- 
merly hung in the choir of the Abbey : and it seems a 
not unreasonable surmise that it may have been painted

" the King, or of the Lords, that this Ordinance or award, 
" made for so odious a thing in this especial case, shall extend

" Also, it is ordained and assented to, that notwithstanding 
" the said forfeiture, if she has acquired any lands or pos- 
" sessions by force or duress, be it by fine, or by deed en pays, 
" or enrolled by deed or otherwise, such acquisition shall be 
" held as null. And the parties who feel themselves aggrieved 
" may have their recovery by process in the Chancery ; and 
" by advice of the great men of the Council let right be 
" done unto the parties, and restitution made, aocording to 
" that which the case demands ; so that purchases made in 
" good faith, may not be of no effect."

As far back as the year 1800, a Committee of the Ilouse of Commons 
recommended that Indexes and Calendars should be made to Ihe Public 
Records, and thirty-six years afterwards another Committee of the House of 
Commons reiterated that recommendation in more forcible words ; but it 
was not until the incorporation of the State Paper OfEce with the Public 
Record Office that the present Master of the Rolls found himself in a position 
to take the necessary steps for carrying out the wishes of the House of 
Commons. 

On 7 December 1855, he slated to the Lords of the Treasury that although 
" the Records, State Papers, and Documents in his charge constitute the most 
" complete and perfect series of their kind in the civilized world," and 
although " they are of the greatest value in a historical and constitutional 
" point of view, yet they are comparatively useless to the public, from the 
" want of proper Calendars and Indexes." 

Acting upon the recommendations of the Committeee of the House of 
Commons above referred to, he suggested to the Lords of the Treasury that 
to effect the object he had in view it would be necessary for him to employ a 
few persons fully qualified to perform the work which he contemplated. 

Their Lordships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared 
and printed, and empowered the Master of the Rolls to take such eteps as 
might be necessary for this purpose.

ANP IRELAND DURING THE MIDDLE AGES.

On 25 July 1822, the House of Commons presented an address to the 
Crown, stating that the editions of the works of our ancient historians were 
inconvenient and defective; that many of their writings slill remained m 
manuscript, and, in some cases, in a single co P y only. They added, « that an 
« uniform and convenient edition of the whole, pubUshed under His Majesty s 
« royal sanction, would be an undertaking honourable to His Majesty's reign, 
« and conducive to the advancement of historical and constitutional know- 
« led^e ; that the House therefore humbly besought His Majesty, that He 
« would be graciously pleased to give such directions as His Majesty, in His 
« wisdom, might think fit, for the publication of a complete edition of the 
« ancient historians of this realm, and assnred His Majesty that whatever 
« expense might be necessary for this purpose would be made good » 

The Master of the Bolls, being very desirous that effcct should be given 
to the resolution of the House of Commons, submitted to Her Majesty's 
Treasury in 1857 a plan for the publication of the ancient chroniclee and 
memorials of the United Kingdom, and it was adopted accordingly. In 
selecting these works, it was considered right, in the flrst instance, to 
«rive preference to those of which the manuscripts were unique, or the 
materials of which would help to fill np blanks in English history for 
which no satisfactory and anthentic information hitherto existed in any 
accessible form. One great object the Master of the Rolls had m view was 
to form a corpus historicum within reasonable limits, and which should be 
as eomplete as possible. In a subject of so vast a range, it was important 
that the historical student should be able to select such volumes as conformed 
with his own peculiai- tastes and studies, and not be put to the expense of 
pnrchasing the whole coUection ; an inconvenience inseparable from any 
other plan than that which has been in this instance adopted. 

Of the Chronicles and Memorials, the following volumes ha^e been pub- 
Ushed. They embrace the period from the earliest time of Bntish history 
down to the end of the reign of Henry VII. 
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1. The Chronicle op England, by John Capgrave. Edited hy the 

Rev. F. C. Hingeston, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1858. 

Capgrave was prior of Lynn, in Norfolk, and provincial* of the order of the 
Friars Hermits of England shortly before the year 1464. His Chronicle extends 
from the creation of the world to the year 1417. As a record of the language 
gpoken in Norfolk (being written in English), it is of considerable value. 

2. Chronicon Monasterii de Abingdon. Vols. I. and II. Edited by 

the Rev. Joseph Stevenson, M.A., of tfniversity College, Durham, 
and Vicar of Leighton Buzzard. 1858. 

This Chronicle traces the history of the great Benedictine monastery of 
Abingdon in Berkshire, from its foundation by King Ina of Wessex, to the 
reign of Bichard I., shortly after which period the present narrative was drawn 
up by an inmate of the establishment. The author had access to the title-deeds 
of the house ; and incorporates into his history various charters of the Saxon 
kings, of great importance as illustrating not only the history of the locality 
but that of the kingdom. The work is now printed for the first time. 

3. Lives of Edwajrd the Confessor. I. — La Estoire de Seint Aedward 

le Rei. II. — Vita Beati Edvardi Regis et Confessoris. III. — Vita 
JEduuardi Regis qui apud Westmonasterium requiescit. Edited by 
Henry Richards Luard, M.A., Fellow and ABsistant Tutor of Trinity 
College, Cambridge. 1858. 

The first is a poem in Norman French, containing 4,686 lines, addressed to 
Alianor, Queen of Henry HI., and probably written in the year 1245, on the 
occasion of the restoration of the church of Westminster. Nothing is known 
of the author. The second is an anonymous poem, containing 536 lines, written 
between the years 1440 and 1450, by command of Henry VI., to whom it 
is dedicated. It does not throw any new light on the reign of Edward the 
Confessor, but is valuable as a specimen of the Latin poetry of the time. The 
third, also by an anonymous author, was apparently written for Queen Edith, 
between the years 1066 and 1074, during the pressure of the suffering brought 
on the Saxons by the Norman conquest. It notices many facts not fbund in 
other writers, and some which differ considerably from the usual aocounts. 

4. Monumenta Franciscana ; scilicet, I.— Thomas de Eccleston de Ad- 

ventu Fratrum Minorum in Angliam. II.— AcUb de Marisco Epistolae. 
III. — RegiBtrum Fratrum Minorum Londonise» Edited hy J. S. 
Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King's College, 
London. 1858. 

This volume contains original materials for the history of the settlement of 
the order of Saint Francis in England, the letters of Adam de Marisco, and 
other papers connected with the foundation and diffusion of this great body. It 
has been the aim of the editor to collect whatever historical information could be 
found in this country, towards illustrating a period of the national history fbr 
which only scanty materials exist None of these have been before printed. 

5. Fasciculi Zizaniorum Magistri Johannis Wtclip cum Tritico. 

Ascribed to Thomas Netter, of Walden, Provincial of the Carmelite 
Order in England, and Confessor to King Henry the Fifth. Edited by 
the Rev. W. W. Shtrley, M.A., Tutor and late Fellow of Wadham 
College, Oxford. 1858. 

This work derives its principal ralue fVom being the only contemporaneous 
account of the rise of the Lollards. When written, the disputes of the school- 
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men had been extended to the fleld of theology, and they appear both in the 
writings of Wycliff and in those of his adversarieS. WycliflPs little bundles 
of tares are not less metaphysical than theological, and the conflict between 
Notninalists and Realists rages side by side with the conflict between the different 
interpreters of Scripture. The work gives a good Idea of the controversies at 
the end of the I4th and the beginnlng of the 15th centuries. 

6 The Buik op the Croniclis op Scotland ; or, A Metrical Version of 
the History of Hector Boece ; by William Stewart. Vols. I., II., 
and III. Edited by W. B. Turnbull, Esq., of Lincoln's Inn, BaiTister- 
at-Law. 1858. 

This is a metrical translation of a Latin Prose Chronicle, and was written in the 
first half of the 16th century. The narrative begins with the earliest legends, 
and ends with the death of James I. of Scotland, ahd the " evil ending of the 
traitors that slew him." Strict accuracy of statement ifl not to be looked for in 
such a work as this ; bnt the stories of the colonization of Spain, Ireland, and 
Scotland are interesting if not true ; and the chronicle is valuable as a reflection 
of the manners, setttiments, and character of the age in which. it was composed. 
The peculiarities of the Scottish dialectare well illustrated in this metrical version, 
and the student of language will find aniple materials for comparison with the 
Engliah dialects of the same period, and with modern lowland Scotch. 

7. Johankis Capgrave Liber de Illustribus Henricis. Edited by the 

Kev. F\ C. Hingebton, M.A., of Exeter CoUege, Oxford. 1858. 

This work is dcdicated to Henry VI. of England, who appears to have been, in 
the author^s estimation, the greatest of all the 'Henries. It is divided into three 
distinct parts, each having its own separate dedication. The fifst part relates only 
to the history of the Empire, and extends from the election of Henry I., the 
iTowler, to the end of the reign of the Emperor Henry VI. The second part is 
devoted to English history, and extends from the accession of Henry I. in the year 
1100, to the ycar 1446, which was the twenty-fourth year of the reign of King 
Henry VI. The third part contains the lives of illustrious men who have borne 
the name of Henry in various parts of the -wrorld. 

Capgrave was born in 1393, in the reign of Richard II., and lived during the 
"Wars of the Boses, for the history of which period hia work is of some valae. 

8. Historia MonAsterii S. Augustini Cantuariensis, bj Thomas op 

Elmham, formerly Monk and Treasurer of that Foundation. Edited 
by Charles Hardtock, M.A., Fellow of St. Catharine'8 Hall and 
Christian Advocate in the University of Cambridge. 1858. 

This history extends from the arrival of St. Au^ustine in Kent until II 91 
Prefixed is a chronology as fiar as 1418, which shojro m outline what was to have" 
been the character of the work when completed. The only copy known is in the 
possession of Trinity Hall, Cambridge. The author was connected with Norfolk 
and most probably with Elmham, whence he derived his name. ' 

9. Eulogitjm (HisTOKiAKUM sive Tempokis) : Chronicon ab Orbe condito 

usque ad Annum Domini 1366 ; a Monacho quodam Malmesbiriensi 
exaratum. Vols. I., II., and III. Edited by F. S. Haydon, Esq., B.A 
1858-1868. 

This is a Latin Chronicle extending from the Creation to the latter part of the 
reign of Edward III., and written by a monk of the Abbey of Malmesbury in 
Wiltshire, about the year 1367. A continuation, carrying the history of England 
down to the year 1413, was added in the fonner half of the fifteenth century by 
an author whose name ia not known. The original Chronicle is divided into 
five books, and contains a history of the world generally, but more especially 
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of England to the year 1366. The continnation extends the history down to 
the coronation of Henry V. The Eulogiom itself is chiefly valuable as contain- 
ing a history, hy a contemporary, of the period between 1356 and 1366. The 
notices of events appear to have been written very soon after their occnrrence. 
Among other interesting matter, the Chronicle contains a diary of the Poitiere 
campaign, evidently mrmshed by some peraon who accompanied the army of the 
Black Prince. The continnation of the Chronicle is also the work of a contem- 

S>rary, and gives a very interesting acconnt of the reigns of Richard II. and 
enry IV. It is believed to be the earliest anthority for the statement that the 
latter monarch died in the Jernsalem Chamber at Westminster. 



10. Memorials of Henby the Seventh : Bernardi Andreae Tholosatis 
Vita Regis Henrici Septimi ; necnon alia quaedam ad eundem Hegem 
spectantia. Edited by James Gairdner, Esq. 1858. 



The contents of these volumes are — (1) a life of Henry VIL, by his poet 
laureate and historiographer, Bernard Andre, of Toulouse, with some composi- 
tions in verse, of which he is snpposed to have been the author ; (2) the journals 
of Roger Machado during certain embassies on which he was sent by Henry VII. 
to Spain and Brittany, the first of which had reference to the marriage of the 
King^s son, Arthur, with Catharine of Arragon; (3) two cnrious reports by 
envoys sent to Spain in the year 1505 touching the succession to the Crown 
of Castile, and a project of marriage between Henry VII. and the Qneen of 
Naples; and (4) an account of Phihp of Castile's reception in England in 1506. 
Other documents of interest in connexion with the period are given in an appendix. 



11. Memobials of Henry the Fifth. I. — Vita Henrici Quinti, Roberto 
Redmanno auctore. II.— Yersus Bhythmici in laudem Regis Henrici 
Quinti. III. — Elmhami Liber Metricus de Henrico V. Edited by 
Charles A. Cole, Esq. 1858. 

This volume contains three treatises which more or less illustrate the history of 
the reign of Henry V., viz. : A Life by Robert Redman ; a Metrical Chronicle by 
Thomas Elmham, prior of Lenton, a contemporary author ; Versus Rhythmici, 
written apparently by a monk of Westminster Abbey, who was also a contempo- 
rary of Henry V. These works are printed for the first time. 

12. Munimenta GiLDHALLiE Londoniensis ; Liber Albus, Liber Cus- 
tumarum, et Liber Horn, in archivis Gildhallae asservati. Vol. I., 
Liber Albus. Vol. II. (in Two Parts), Liber Custumarum. VoL III., 
Translation of the Anglo-Norman Passages in Liber Albus, Glossaries, 
Appendices, and Index. Edited by Henry Thomas Riley, Esq., M.A., 
Barrister-at-Law. 1859-1862. 



The mannscript of the Liber Albus, compiled hy John Carpenter, Common 
Clerk of the City of London in the year 1419, a large folio volume, is pre- 
served in the Record Room of the City of London. It gives an account of 
the laws, regulations, and institutions of that City in the twelfth, thirteenth, 
fourteenth, and early part of the fifteenth centuries. 

The Liber Custumarum was compiled prohahly by various hands in the early 
part of the fourteenth century during the reign of Edward II. The manuscript, 
a folio volume, is also preserved in the Beoord Room of the City of London, 
thongh some portion in its original state, horrowed from the City in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth and never retumed, forms part of the Cottonian MS. 
Claudius D. II. in the British Museum. It also gives an account of the laws, 
regulations, and institutions of the City of London in the twelfth, thirteenth, and 
early part of the fourteenth centuries. 



13. Chbonica Johannis de Oxenedes. Edited by Sir Henry Ellis, 
K.H. 1859. 



Although this Chronicle tells of the arrival of Hengist and Horsa in England 
in the year 449, yet it substantiaUy hegins with the reign of Eing Alfred, and 
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comes down to the year 1292, where it ends abruptly. The history is particu- 
larly valuable for notices of events in the eastern portions of the kingdom, 
which are not to be elsewhere obtained, and some curious facts are mentioned 
relative to the floods in that part of England, which are confirmed in the Fries- 
land Chronicle of Anthony Heinrich, pastor of the Island of Mohr. 

14. A COLLECTION OF POLITICAL POEMS AND SONGS RELATING TO ENGLISH 
HlSTORY, FROM THE ACCESSION OF EDWARD III. TO THE REIGN OF 

Henrt VHI. Vols. I. and II. Edited by Thomas Wright, Esq. 
M.A. 1859-1861. 

These Foems are perhaps the most interesting of all the historical writings of 
the period, though they cannot be relied on for accuracy of statement They 
are various in character ; some are upon religious suhjects, some may be called 
satires, and some give no more than a court scandal ; but as a whole they pre- 
sent a very fair picture of society, and of the relations of the different classes 
to one another. The period comprised is in itself interesting, and brings us» 
through the decline of the feudai system, to the beginning of our modern 
history. The songs in old English are of considerable value to the philologist. 

15. The " Opus Tertium," " Opus Mintjs," &c, of Roger Bacon. Edited 

by J. S. Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King's 
College, London. 1859. 

This is the celebrated treatise — never before printed — so frequently referred 
to by the great philosopher in his works. It contains the fullest details we 
possess of the life and labours of Roger Bacon : also a fragment by the same 
author, supposed to be unique, the " Compendium Studii Tkeohgia. 9 ' 

16. Bartholomjei de Cotton, Monachi Norwicensis, Historia An- 

glicana ; 449-1298 : necnon ejusdem Liber de Archiepiscopis et 
Episcopis Anglise. Edited by Henrt Richards Luard, M.A., Fellow 
and Assistant Tutor of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1859. 

The author, a monk of Norwich, has here given us a Chronicle of England 
firom the arrival of the Saxons in 449 to the year 1298, in or about which year 
it appears that he died. The latter portion of this history (the whole of the 
reign of Edward I. more especially) is of great value, as the writer was contem- 
porary with the events which he records. An Appendix contains several illus- 
trative documents connected with the previous narrative. 

17. Brut y Ttwysogion ; or, The Chronicle of the Princes of Wales. 
Edited by the Rev. John Williams ab Ithel, M.A. 1860. 

This work, also known as " The Chronicle of the Frinces of Wales," has 
been attributed to Caradoc of Llancarvan, who flourished about the middle of 
the twelfth century. It is written in the ancient Welsh language, begins with 
the abdication and death of Caedwala at Rome, in the year 681, and continues 
the history down to the subjugation of Wales by Edward I., about the year 1282. 

18. A COLLECTION OF ROYAL AND HlSTORICAL LETTERS DURINQ THE 

Reign op Henry IV. 1399-1404. Edited by the Rev. F. C. Hin- 

geston, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1860. 

This volume, like all the others in the series pontaining a miscellaneous selec- 
tion of letters, is valuable on account of the light it throws upon biographical 
history, and the familiar view it presents of characters, manners, and events. 
The period requires much elucidation ; to which it will materially contribute. 

19. The Kepressor op over much Blaming of the Clergy. By 
Keginald Pecock, sometime Bishop of Chichester. Vols. I. and II. 
Edited by Churchill Babington, B.D., Fellow of St. John's College, 
Cambridge. 1860. 

The " Repressor 99 may be considered the earliest piece of good theological dis- 
quisition of which our English prose literature can boast. The author was born 
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about the end of the fourteenth century, consecrated Bishop of St. Asaph in 
the year 1444, and translated to the see of Chichester in 1450. While Bi&hop of 
St. Asaph, he zealously defended his brother prelates from the attacks of those 
who censured the bishops for their neglect of duty. He maintained that it was no 
part of a bishop's functions to appear in the pulpit, and that his time might be 
more profitably spent, and his dignity better maintained, in the performance of 
works of a mgher character. Among those who thought differently were the 
Lollards, and against their general doctnnes the " Repressor " is directed. Pecock 
took up a position midway between that of the Roman Church and that of the 
modern Anglican Church j but his work is interesting chiefly because it gives a 
full account of the views of the Lollards and of the arguments by which they were 
supported, and because it assists us to ascertain the state of feeling which ulti- 
mately led to the Reformation. Apart from religious matters, the light thrown npon 
contemporaneous history is very small, but the " Repressor " has great value 
for the philologist, as it tells us what were the characteristics of the language in 
use among the cultivated Englishmen of the fifteenth century. Pecock, though 
an opponent of the Lollards, showed a certain spirit of toleration, for which he 
received, towards the end of his life, the usual medifleval reward — persecution. 

20. Annales Cambkle. Edited by the Rev. John Williams ab Ithel, 
M.A. 1860. 

These annals, whlch are in Latin, commence in the year 447, and come down 
to the year 1288. The earlier portion appears to be taken from an Irish Chronicle, 
which was also used by Tigernach, and by the compiler of the Annals of Ulster. 
During its first century it contains scarcelv anything relating to Britain, the 
earliest direct concurrence with English history is relative to the mission of 
Augustine. Its notices throughout though brief, are valuable. The annals 
were probably written at St. Davids, by Blegewryd, Archdeacon of Llandaff, 
the most learned man in his day in all Cymru. 

21. Thb Works of Giraldus Cambrensis. Vols. I., II., and m. Edited 
by J. S. Brewer, M. A., Professor of English Literature, King^ College, 
London. Vols. V. and VI. Edited by the Rev. James F. Dimock, 
M.A., Rector of Barnburgh, Yorkshire. 1861-1868. 

The first three volumes contain the historical works of Gerald du Barry, who 
lived in the reigns of Henry II., Bichard I., and John, and attempted to re- 
establish the independence of Wales by restoring the see of St. Davids to its 
ancient primacy. His works are of a very miscellaneons nature, both in prose 
and verse, and are remarkable chiefly for the racy and original anecdotes which 
they contain relating to contemporaries. He is the only Welsh writer of any 
hnportanoe who has contributed so much to the mediseval literature of this 
country, or assumed, in consequence of his nationality, so free and independent 
a tone. Hia frequent travels in Italy, in France, in Ireland, and in Wales, gave 
him opportunities for observation which did not generally fall to the lot of mediteval 
writers in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries, and of these observations Giraldus 
has made due use. Only extracts from these treatises have been printed before, 
and almost all of them are taken from unique manuscripts. 

The Topographia Hibernica (in Vol. V.) is the result of Gi^aldus , two visits to 
Ireland. The first in the year 1 183, the second in 1 185-6, when he accompanied 
Prince John into that country. Curious as this treatise is, Mr. Dimock is of 
opinion that it ought not to be aocepted as sober truthful history, for Giraldus 
himself states that truth was not his main object, and that he compiled the work 
for the purpose of sounding the praises of Henry the Second. Elsewhere, how- 
ever, he declares that he had stated nothing in the Topographia of the truth of 
which he was not well assured, either by his own eyesight or by the testimony, 
with ail diligence elicited, of the most trustworthy and authentic men in the 
country ; that though he did not put just the same full faith in their reports as 
in what he had himself seen, yet, as they only related what they had themselves 
seen, he could not but believe such credible witne6ses. A very interesting portion 
of this treatise is devoted to the animals of Ireland. It shows that he was a very 
accurate and acute observer, and his descriptions are given in a way that a 
soientific naturalist of the present day could hardly improve upon. The Expug- 
natio Hibernica was written about the year 1 188, and may be regarded rather 
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as a great epic than a sober relation of facts occurring in his own days. No 
one can peruse it without coming to the conclusion that it is rather a poetical 
fiction than a prosaic truthful history. 
Vol. VL contains the Itinerarium Kambria et Descriptio Kambriac. 

22. Letters and Papers illustrative op the Wars op the English 
in France during the Reion op Henrt the Sixth, Kino of Eng- 
land. Vol. L, and Vol. II. (in Two Parts). Edited by the Rev. Joseph 
Stevznson, M.A., of University College, Durham, and Vicar of Leighton 
Buzzard. 1861-1864. 

The letters and papers oontained in these volumes are derived chiefly from 
originals or contemporary copies extant in the Bibliotheque Impenal, and the 
DepAt des Archives, in Paris. They illustrate the line of policy adopted by 
John Duke of Bedford and his successors during their government of Normandy, 
and such other provinces of France as had been acquired by Henry V. Wc 
may here trace, step bv step, the gradual deciension of the English power, until 
we are prepared to read of its final overthrow. 

23. The Anglo-Saxon Chbonicle, acoording to the several Original 
Authorities. Vol. L, Original Texts. Vol. II., Translation. Edited 
and translated by Benjamin Thorpe, Esq., Member of the Royal 
Academy of Sciences at Munich, and of the Society of Netherlandish 
Literature at Leyden. 1861. 

This Chronicle, extending from the earliest history of Britain to the year 
1 1 54, is justly the boast of England ; for no other nation can produce any history, 
"written in its own vernacular, at all approaching it, either in antiquity, truthful- 
ness, or extent, the historical books of the Bible alone excepted. There are at 
present six independent manuscripts of the Saxon Chronicle, ending in different 
years, and written in different parts of the country. In the present edition, the 
text of each manuscript is printed in columns on the same page, so that the 
student may see at a glance the various changes which occur in orthography, 
"whether arising from locality or age. 

24. Letteks and Papers ellustrative op thb Reigns op Riohabd III.. 
and Henrt VII. Vols. I. and II. Edited by James Gairdner, Esq. 
1861-1863. 

The Papers are derived from M8S. in the Public Record OflSce, the Britisb 
Museum, and other repositories. The period to which they refer is unusually 
destitute of chronicles and other sources of historical information, so that the 
light obtained from these documents is of speeial importance. The principal 
contents of the volumes are some diplomatic Papers of Richard III. j correspon- 
dence between Henry VII. and Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain ; documents 
relating to Edmund de la Pole, Earl ofSuflblk; and a portion of the corre- 
spondence of James IV. of Scotland. 

25. Letters of Bishop Grosseteste, illustrative of the Social Condition 
of his Time. Edited by Henry Richards Luard, M.A., Fellow aud 
Assistant Tutor of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1861. 

The Letters of Robert Grosseteste (1 3 1 in number) are here collected from various 
sources, and a large portion of them is printed for the first time. They range in 
date from about 1210 to 1253, and relate to various matters connected not only 
irith the political history of England during the reign of Henry III., but with 
its ecclesiastical condition. They refer especially to the diocese of Lincoln, of 
which Orosseteste iras bishop. 

26. Desortpttve Catalogtje op Manuscripts relating to the Histort 
op Great Britain and Ireland. Vol. I. (in Two Parts) ; Anterior 
to the Norman Invasion. Vol. H. ; 1066-1200. By Thomas Duppus 
Hardy, Esq., Deputy Keeper of the Public Becords. 1862-1865. 

The object of this work is to pnblish notices of all knowa sources of British 
history, both printed and nnprinted, in one contLsaed sequenoe. The materials, 
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when historical (as distinguished from biographical), are arra&ged nnder the 
year in which the latest event is recorded in the chronicle or history, and not 
under the period in which its author, real or supposed, flourished. Biographies 
are enumerated under the year in which the peraon commemorated died, and not 
under the year in which the life was written. This arrangement has two 
advantages : the materials for any given period may be seen at a glance ; and 
if the reader knows the time when an author wrote, and the number of years 
that had elapsed between the date of the events and the time the writer flourished, 
he will generally be enabled to form a fair estimate of the comparative value of 
the narrative itself . A brief analysis of each work has been added when deserving 
it, in which the original portions are distinguished from those which are mere 
compilations. When possible, the sources are indicated ftom which such cora- 
pilations have been derived. A biographical sketch of the author of each piece 
has been added, and a brief notice has also been given of snch British authors as 
have written on historical subjects. 

27. ROTAL AND OTHER HlSTORICAL LETTER8 ILLUSTRATIVE OF THE ReIGN 

of Henry III. From the Originals in the Public Record Office. Vol. 

I. , 1216-1235. Vol. IL, 1236-1272. Selected and edited by the Rev. 
W. W. Shirlet, D.D., Regius Professor in Ecclesiastical History, and 
Canon of Christ Church, Oxford. 1862-1866. 

The letters contained in these volumes are derived chiefly from the ancient 
correspondence formerly in the Tower of London, and now in the Public Record 
Office. They illustrate the political history of England during the growth of 
its liberties, and throw considerable light upon the personal history of Simon de 
Montfort The affairs of France form the subject of many of them, especiaily 
in regard to the province of Gascony. The entire collection consists of nearly 
700 documents, the greater portion of which is printed for the first time.

In the first two volumes is a history of England, from the death of Henry 
IIL to the death of Henry V., written by Thomas Walsingham, precentor of 
St Albans and prior of the Ceil of Wymundham, belonging to that abbey. 
Walsingham's work is printed from MS. VII. in the Arundel Collection in the 
College of Aims, London, a manuscript of the fifteenth century, collated with 
MS. 13 E. IX. in the King's Library in the British Museum, and MS. VII. 
in the Farker Collection of Manuscripts at Corpus Christi College, Cambridge. 

In the third volume is a Chronicle of En^lish History, from 1259 to 1306, 
attributed to William Rishanger, monk of Samt Albans, who lived in the reign 
of Edward I., printed from the Cottonian Manuscript, Faastina B. IX. (of the 
fourteenth century) in the British Museum, collated with MS. 14 C. VH. (fols. 
219-231) in the King'8 Library, British Museum, and the Cottonian Manuscript 
Claudius K IIL, fols. 306-331 : Also an account of tranBactions attending the 
award of the kingdom of Scotland to JohnBalliol by King Edward I., 1291-1292, 
from MS. Cotton. Claudius, D. VI., attributed to William Riahanger above 
mentioned, but on no sufficient ground : A short Chronicle of English History, 
from 1292 to 1300, by an unknown hand, from MS. Cotton. Claudius D. VI. : 
A ahort Chronicle from 1297 to 1307, Willelmi Rishanger Gesta Edwardi 
Primi Regis Angliae, from MS. 14 C. I. in the Royal Library, and MS. Cotton. 
Claudius D. VL, with an addition of Annales Regum Angli©, probably by the 
same hand : A fra^ment of a Chronicle of Englkh History, 1299, 1300, from 
MS.

Claudius D. VI.: Annals of King 
Edward II., 1307 to 1323, by John de Trokelowe, a monk of St. Albans, from 
MS. Cotton. Claudius D. VI. : A continuation of Trokelowe's Annals, 1323, 
1324, by Henricus de Blaneforde, from MS. Cotton. Claudius D. VI. : A 
full Chronicle of English History, by an anonymous writer of St Albans, 1392 
to 1406, from MS. VIL in the Library of Corpus Christi College, Cambridge: 
and an account of the benefactors of St Albans, written in the early part of 
the fifteenth century, firom MS. VI. in the same Library. 

The fifth, sixth, and scventh volumes (which form an entirely separate work), 
contain a history of the Abbots of St Albans, and of the fortunes and vicissi- 
tudes of the house, from 793 to 1411, mainly compiled by Thomas Walsingham, 
Praecentor of the Abbey in the reign of Richard II., and transcribed from MS. 
Cotton. Claudius E. IV., in the British Museum ; with a brief Continuation of 
the History, cxtracted from the closing pages of the Parker MS. No. VII., in the 
Iibrary of Corpus Christi College, Cambndge.

The Chronicle of Evesham illustrates the history of that important monastery 
from its foundation by Egwin, about 690, to the year 1418. Its chief feature is 
an autobiography, which makes us acquainted with the inner daily life of a 
Ureat abbey, such as but rarely has been recorded. Interspersed are many 
potices ofgeneral, personal, and local history which will be read with much 
interest. Ais work exists in a single MS., and is for the first time printed. 

30. Ricam>i de Cirencestria Speculum Historiale de Gestis Regum 
Anouje. Vol. L, 447-871. Edited by John E. B. Mayor, M.A., 
Fellow of St. John'8 College, Cambridge. 1863. 

Of the compiler of this work, which is in four parts, very little is known. 
In the prologue he calls himself Richard, a monk of Westminster, and at the end 
of the first part, Richard of Cirencester, a monk of St. Peter's, Westminster. 
One voiume only, containing the first three books, has been published, the re- 
mainder is in the press, and will shortly appear. There is a continuation of the 
"work down to the year 1348, which in due time will also be printed. 

31. Tear Books of the Reign of Edward the First. Years 20-21, 
30-31, and 32-33. Edited and translated by Alfred John Horwood* 
Esq., of the Middle Temple, Barrister-at-Law. 1863-1866. ? 

The volumes known as the " Year Books " contain reports in Norman-French 
of cases argued and decided in the Courts of Common Law. They may be con- 
sidered to a great extent as the " lex non scripta " of England, and have been held 
in the highest veneration by the ancient sages of the law, and were received by 
them as the repositories of the first recorded judgments and dicta of the great 
legal luminaries of past ages. They are also worthy of the attention of the 
general reader on account of the historical infonnation and the notices of public 
and private persons which they contain, as well as the light which they throw 
en ancient manners and customs. 

32. Narratives of the Expulsion of the English from NORMANDT; 

1449^-1450. — Robertus Blondelli de Reductione Normanni» : Le Re- 
couvrement de Nonnendie, par Berry, H6rault du Roy : Conferences 
between the Ambassadors of France and England. Edited,from MSS. 
in tke Imperial Library at Paris, by the Rev. Joseph Stevenson, 
M.A., of University College, Durham. 1863. 

This volume contains the narrative of an eye-witness who details with con- 
nderahle power and minuteness the circumstances which attended the final ex- 
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pulsion of the English from Normandy in the year 1450. The history commences 
with the infringement of the truoe by the capture of Fougeres, and ends with 
the battie of Formigny and the embarkation of the Duke of Somerset. The 
whole period embraeed ii less than two years.

This work consists of two parts, the History and the Cartulary of the Monastery 
of St. Peter, Gloucester. The history furnishes an account of the monastery 
from its foundation, in the vear 681, to the early part of the reign of Richard II., 
together with a calendar of donations and benefactions. It treats principally of 
the affairs of the monastery, but ocoasionally matters of general history are 
introduced. Its authorship has generally been assigned to Walter Froucester, 
the twentieth abbot, but without any foundation. 



34. Alexandri Nbckah db Naturis Rbruk libri duo ; with Neckam'3 
Poem, Db Laudibus Diytnjc Sapd^ntijs. Edited by Thomas Wright, 
Esq., M.A. 1863. 

Neckam was a man who devoted himself to science, such as it was in the 
twelfth century. In the " De Naturis Rerum " are to be feund what may be 
called the rudiments of many sciences mixed up with much error and ignorance. 
Neckam was not thought infallible, even by his contemporaries, for Roger Bacon 
remarks of him, " this Alexander in many things wrote what was true and useful ; 
" but he neither can nor ought by iust title to be reckoned among autho^itie8. ,, 
Neckam, however, had sufflcient mdependence of thought to differ from some 
of the schoolmen who in his time considered themselves the only judges of litera- 
ture. He had his own views in morals, and in ^iving ns a glimpse of them, as 
well as of his other opinions, he throws much hght upon the manners, oustoms, 
and general tone of thought prevalent in the twelfth century. The poem entitled 
"De Laudibus Divina) Sapienti8e ,, appears to be a metrical paraphrase or 
abridgment of the " De Naturis Rerum. ,, It is written in the elegiac metre ; 
and though there are many lines which violate classical rules, it is, as a whole, 
above the ordinary standard of mediseval Latin. 

35. Leechdoms, WortcUnning, and Starcraft op Early England ; being 
a Collection of Documents illustrating the History of Science in this 
Country before the Norman Conquest. Vols. L, IL, and III. Collected 
and edited by the Rev. T. Oswald Cockayne, M.A., of St. John's 
College, Cambridge. 1864-1866. 



This work illustrates not only the history of science, but the history of super- 
stition. In addition to the information bearing directly upon the medical BkiU 
and medical faith of the times, there are many passages which incidentally throw 
light upon the ^eneral mode of life and ordinary diet. The volumes are interesling 
not only in theu* scientific, but also in their social aspect. The manuscripts from 
which they have been printed are valuable to the Anglo-Saxon scholar for the 
illustrations they afford of Anglo-Saxon orthography.

The extreme penod 
which they embrace ranges from the year 1 to 1482, although they refer more 
especiaUy to the reigns of John, Henry III., and Edward I. Some of these narra- 
tives have already appeared in print, but others are printed forthe first time. 

37. Maoka Vita S. Hugonis Episoopi Lincolniensis. From Manuscripts 
in the Bodleian Library, Oxford, and the Imperial Library, Paris. Edited 
by the Rev. James F. Dimock, M.A., Rector of Barnburgh, Yorksbire. 
1864. 

This work contains a ntunber of very curious and interesting incidents, and f 
being the work of a contemporary, is very valuable, not only as a truthful 
biography of a celebrated ecclesiastic, but as the work of a man, who, from per- 
sonal knowledge, gives notices of passing events, as well as of individuals who 
were then taSng active part in public affiurs. The anthor, in all probability, 
was Adam Abbot of Evesham. He was domestic chaplain and prWate confessor 
of Bishop Hugh, and in these capacities he was admitted to tbe closest intimacy. 
Bishop Hugh was Prior of Witham for 1 1 years before be became Bishop of 
Iiincoln. His consecration took place on the 21st Beptetnber 1188 ; he died on 
tbe 16th of November 1200 ; and waS canonized in 1220.

The authorship of the Chwmiele in Vol L, hitherto ascribed to Geoffrey 
Vlnesauf, is now more eortectly aacribed to Richard, Canon of the Holy Trinity 
of London. The narrative extends from 1187 to 1199 9 mit its ehief interest 
consists in the minute and authentic narrative which it fumishes of the exploits 
of Bichard I., from his departure from Engldnd in Deoember 1189 to bis death 
in 1199. The author states hi his prologue that he was an eye-witneas of much 
that he records ; and various incldental circumstances which occur in the course 
of the narrative confirm this assertion. 

The letters in Vol. II., written between 1187 and ligg, are of value as 
farnishing authentic materials for the hietory of the ecclesiastical condition of 
Bngland dnring the reign of Richard I. They had their origin in a dispute which 
arose from the attempts of Baldwin and Hubert, archbuhopg 0 f Canterbury, to 
found a college of secular canons, a project whieh gave great umbrage to the 
monks of CanteTbury, who saw in it a design to supplant them in their function 
of metropolitan chapter. These letters are prmted, for the flrst time, from a MS. 
belonging to the archiepiscopal library at Lambethi

This cnrious chronicle extends firom the fabulous period ot history down to the 
return of Edward IV. to Engiand in the year i471, after the second deposition of 
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Henry VL The manuscript from which the text of the work is taken is pre- 
served in the Imperial Library at Paris, and is believed to be the only complete 
and nearly contemporary copy in existence. The work, as originally bound, 
was comprised in six volumes, since rebound in morocco in 12 volumes, folio 
maximo, vellum, and is illustrated with exquisite miniatures, vignettes, and initial 
letters. It was written towards the end of the fifteenth century, having been 
expressly executed for Louis de Bruges, Seigneur de la Grnthny se an d Earl of 
Winchester, from whose cabinet it passed into the library of Louis XII. at Blois. 

41. Polychronicon Ranulphi Higden, with Trevisa'8 Translation. Vols. I. 

and II. Edited by Churchill Babington, B.D., Senior Fellow of 
St. JoWs College, Cambridge. 1865-1869. 

This is one of the many mediseval chronicles which assume the character of a 
history of the world. It begins with the creation, and is brought down to the 
author*s own time, the reign of Edward LLL Prefixed to the historical portiou, is 
a chapter devoted to geography, in which is given a description of every known 
land. To say that the Polychronicon was written in the fourteenth century is to 
say that it is not free from inaccuracies. It has, however, a value apart from its 
intrmsic merits. It enables us to form a very fair estimate of the knowledge of 
history and geography which well-informed readers of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries possessed, for it was then the standard work on general history. 

The two English translations, which are printed with the original Latin, afford 
interesting illustrations of the gradual change of our language, for one was made 
in the fourteenth century, the other in the nfteenth. The differences between 
Trevisa's version and that of the unknown writer are often considerable. 

42. Le Livere de Beis de Brittanie e Le Livere de Reis de 
Engletere. Edited by John Glover, M.A., Vicar of Brading, Isle of 
Wight, formerly Librarian of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1865. 

These two treatises, though they cannot rank as independent narratives, are 
nevertheless valuable as careful abstracts of previous historians, especially " Le 
Livere de Reis de Engletere." Some various readings are given which are 
interesting to the philologist as instances of semi-Saxomzed Erench. 

It is supposed that Feter of Ickham must have been the author, but no certain 
conclusion on that point has been arrived at. 

43. Chronioa Monasterii de Melsa, ab Anno 1150 usque ad Annum 
1406. Vols. I., II., and III. Edited by Edward Augustus Bond, Esq., 
Assistant Keeper of the Manuscripts, and Egerton Librarian, British 
Museum. 1866-1868. 

The Abbey of Meauz was a Cistercian house, and the work of its abbot is both 
curious and valuable. It is a faithful and often minute record of the establiahment 
of a religious community, of its progress in forming an ample revenue, of its 
struggles to maintain its acquisitions, and of its relations to the governing 
institutions of the country. In addition to the private afiairs of the monastery, 
some light is thrown upon the public events of the time, which are however kept 
distinct, and appear at the end of the history of each abbofs administration. The 
text has been printed from what is said to be the autograph of the original 
eompiler, Thomas de Burton, the nineteenth abbot. 

44. MATTHiEI Parisiensis Historia Anglorum, sive, _ut vulgo dicitur, 
Historia Minor. Vols. I., II., and III. 1067-1245. Edited by Sir 
Frederic Madden, K.H., Keeper of the Department of Manuscripts, 
British Museum. 1866-1869. 

The exact date at which this work was written is, according to the chronicler, 
1250. The history is of considerable value as an illustration of the period during 
which the author lived, and contains a good Bummary of the events which followed 
the Conquest. This minor chronicle is, however, based on another worfc (also 
written by Matthew Paris) giving fuller details, which has been called the 
«Historia Major. , The chronicle here published, nevertheless, gives some 
information not to be found in the greater htstory. 
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45. Liber Monasterh de Htoa: a Chronicle and Chabtulary of 
Hyde Abbey, Winchester, 455-1023. Edited, from a Manuscript in 
the Library of the Earl of Macdesfield, by Edward Edwards, Esq. 
1866. 

The "Book of Hyde " ifl a compilation from much earlier sources, which are 
nsually indicated with considerable care and precision. In many cases, however, 
the Hyde chronicler appears to correct, to qualify, or to amplify— either from 
tradition or from sources of information not now discoverable — the statements 
which, in substance, he adopts. He also mentions, and frequently quotes from, 
writers whose works are either entirely lost or at present known only by fragments. 

There is to be found, in the "Book of Hyde," much information relating to the 
reign of King Alfred which is not known to exist elsewhere. The volume 
contains some curious specimens of Anglo-Saxon and Medieval English. 

46. Chronicon Scotorum : a Chronicle op Irish Affairs, from the 
Earliest Times to 1135 ; with a Supplement, containing the Events 
from 1141 to 1150. Editedy with a Translation, by William Maunsell 
Hennessy, Esq., M.R.I.A. 1866. 

There is, in this volume, a legendary account of the peopling of Ireland and of 
the adventures which befell the various heroes who are said to have been con- 
nected with Irish history. The details are, however, very meagre both for this 
period and for the time when history becomes more authentic. The plan adopted 
in the chronicle gives the appearance of an accuracy to which the earlier portions 
of the work cannot have any claim. The succession of events is marked, year by 
year, from a.m. 1599 to a.d. 1150. The principal events narrated in the later 
portion of the work are the invasions of foreigners and the wars of the Irish 
among themselves. The text has been printed from a MS. preserved in the 
library of Trinity College, Dublin, written partly in Latin, partJy in Irish. 

47. The Chronicle op Pierre de Langtoft, in Prf.ncii Verse from 
the earliest Period to the Death of Edward I. \Tols L and II 
Editedby Thomas Wright, Esq., M.A. 1866-1868. 

It is probable that Pierre de Langtoft was a canon of Bridlington in Yorkshire 
nnd that he lived in the reign of Edward L, and during a portion of the reiirn of 
Edward II. This chronicle is divided into three parts; in the first is 
abridgment of Geoffrey of Monmouth^s " Historia B^itonum, ,, in the second^a 
history of the Anglo-Saxon and Norman kings, down to the death of Henrv IIT 
and in the third a history of the reign of Edward I. The principal object of the 
work was apparently to show the justice of Edward'8 Scottish wars Th 
language is singularly corrupt, andacurious specimen of the French of Yorkshire 

48. The War of the Gaedhil with the Gaill, or, The Tnvasions of 
Ireland bt the Danes and other Norsemen. Edited with 
Tramlation, by James Henthorn Todd, D.D., Senior Fellow of 
Trinity College, and Regius Professor of Hebrew in tho Univprfli-fv 
Dublin. 1867. ^ 

The work in its present fonn, in the editor^s opinion, is a comparativelv mod 
version of an undoubtedly ancient original. That it was compiled from conten? 1 
porary materials has been proved by curious incidental evidence. It is stated^" 
the account given of the battle of Clontarf that the full tide in Dublin Bay on the 
day of the battle (23 April 1014) coincided with sunrise ; and that the returnin^ 
tide in the eveniug aided considerably in the defeat of the Danes. The fact has 
been verified by astronomical calcuiations, and thc inference is that the author of 
the chroniole, if not himseifan eye-witness, must have derived his information 
from those who were eye-witnesses. The contents of the work are sufficiently 
described in its title. The story is told after the manner of the Scandinavian 
Sagas, with poems and fragments of pocms introduced into thc prose narrative. 
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49. Ghsta Regis Hhnrioi Sbcundi Benedicti Abbatis. The Chiigniclb 
op thb Reigns of Henrt IL and Richabd I., 1169-1192 ; known 
under the name of Benedict of Pethrborough. Vols. I. and II.

Thia chronicle of the reigns of "Henry II. and Richard I., known commonly 
under the name of Benedict of Peterborough, is one of the best existing speci-

This work has long been justly celebrated, but not thoroughly understood until 
Mr. Stubbs* edition. The earlier portion, extending from 732 to 1148, appears 
to be a copy of a compilation made in Northumbria about 1161, to which 
HoTeden added little. From 1148 to 1169 — a very valuable portion of this 
work — ^the matter is derived from another source, to which Hoveden appears to 
have supplied little, and not always judiciously. From 1170 to 1192 is the 
portion which corresponds with the Chronicle known under the name of 
Benedict of Peterborough (see No. 49) j but it is not a copy, being sometimes 
an abridgment, at others a paraphrase ; occasionally the two works entirely 
agree, showing that both writers had access to the same materials, but dealt 
with them differently. From 1192 to 1201 may be said to be wholly Hoyeden's 
work ; it is extremely valuable, and an authority of the first importance.

This important and anique survey of the greater portion of England* is the 
oldest and most valuable record in the national archires. It was commenced 
about the year 1084 and finished in 1086. Its compilation was determined npon 
at Gloucester by William the Conqueror, in couacil, in order that he might 
know what was due to him, in the way of tax, from his subjects, and that each 
at the same time might know what he had to pay. It was compiled as much 
for their protection as for the benefit of the sovereign. The nobility and people 
had been grievously distressed at the time by the king bringing over large num- 
bers of French and Bretons, and quartering them on his subjects, " each accord- 
" ing to the measure of his land," for the purpose of resisting the invasion of 
Cnut, King of Denmark, which was apprehended. The commissioners appointed 
to make the «urvey were to inquire the name of each place ; who held it in the 
time of King Edward the Confessor ; the present possessor ; how many hides 
were in the manor ; how many ploughs were in demesne ; how many homagers ; 
how many villeins ; how many cottars ; how many serving men ; how many free 
tenants; how many tenants in soccage ; how much wood, meadow, and pasture ; 
the number of mills and fish-ponds ; what had been added or taken away froni 
the place ; what was the "gross value in the time of Edward the Confessor ; the 
present value ; and how much each free man or soc-man had, and whether any 
advance could be made in the value. Thus could be ascertained who held the 
estate in the time of King Edward ; who then held it ; its value in the time of 
the late king ; and its value as it stood at the formation of the survey. So 
minute was the survey, that the writer of the contemporary portion of the Saxon 
Chronicle records, with some asperity — " So very narrowly he caused it to be 
" traced out, that there was not a single hide, nor one virgate of land, nor even, 
" it is shame to tell, though it seemed to him no shame to do, an ox, nor a cow, 
" nor a swine was left, that was not set down." 

Domesday Sorvey is in two parts or volumes. The first, in folio, contains the 
counties of Bedford, Berks, Bucks, Cambridge, Chester and Lancaster, Corn- 
wall, Derby, Devon, Dorset, Gloucester, Hants, Hereford, Herts, Huntingdon, 
Kent, Leicester and Rutland, Lincoln, Middlesex, Northampton, Nottingham, 
Oxford, Salop, Somerset, Stafford, Surrey, Sussex, Warwick, Wilts, Worcester, 
and York. The second volume, in quarto, contains the counties of Essex, 
Norfolk, and Suffolk. 

Domesday Book was printed verbatim et liieratim during the last century, in 
consequence of an address of the House of Lords to King George III. in 1767. 
It was not, however, commenced until 1773, and was completed early in 1783. 
In 1860, Her Majest/s Government, with the concurrence of the Master of the 
Rolls, determined to apply the art of photozincography to the prodaction of a 
fac-simile of Domesday Book, under the superintendence of Colonel Sir Henry 
James, R.E., director of the Ordnance Survey, Southampton. The fac-simile was 
completed in 1863. 



•For some reoson left unexplained, many parts wero loft unsurveyod ; Northumberland.Cumberland, 
Wcstraoreland, and Durham, are not described in the survey ; nor does Lancashire appear under its 
proper namo ; but Furness, and tho northern part of Lancashire, as well as the south of Westmoreland, 
witn a part of Cumberland, are included within the West Riding of Yorkshire. That part of Lancashire 
which lies between the Ribble and Mersey, and which at the time of the survev comprehended 688 
manors, is joined to Cheshire.

The first Part extends from William the Conqueror to Henry VII., and contains 
autographs of the kings of England, as well as of many other illustrious per- 
sonages famous in history, and some interesting charters, letters patent, and 
state papers. The second Part, for the reigns of Henry VIII. and Edward VI., 
consists principally of holograph letters and autographs of kings, princes, states- 
men, and other persons of great historical interest, who lived during those 
reigns. The third Part contains similar documents for the reigns of Mary and 
Elizabeth, including a signed bill of Lady Jane Grey. The fourth Part con- 
cludes the series, and comprises a number of documents taken from the originals 
belonging to the Constable of the Tower of London ; also several records illus- 
trative of the Gunpowder Plot, and a woodcut containing portraits of Mary Queen 
of Scots and James VI., circulated by their adherents in England, 1580-3.
